length hee was taken p2ziſoner . But being not 
woꝛth the keping , ( fo2 hee had neither any cem- 
mand among the Spaniards . hee was ok no birth 
that might challenge a ranſome, neither had hee a- 
ny friends that were able oz willing to lay downe 
money to redeme him) he was in the end therefoꝛe 
ſet kre⁊ foꝛ nothing. Being then (as he was) lame 
and infit foꝛ the warres. he thought himſelke a man 
not fit foꝛ the world; and thereupon making away 
all the gods and wealth which hee had, he betwke 
himſelfe to the Church of our Ladie in Mount Ser- 


rat, reſoluing there to moꝛtiſie the ficſh , and to de⸗ 


dicate ths remainder of his daies to the feruite of 
deuotion. | 
TwUhillt thus he continued, it is ſaid,fhitheehad 
a viſton (fozſoth) of a ſtrange light, which deſcen- 
dedfromheauen and ſhonevpon him; w2apt with 
Which apparition , hes vowed to make a pilgri⸗ 
mage to Ieroſalem, and to kiſſe the Sepulchꝛe of 
Chꝛiſt. Yee did ſo, and then returned into Spaine. 
where hee gaue himſelte (being but poung) to his 
boke , knowing that the authszitte of learning 
would carrp him aut in the enterpaiſe , which in his 
mindehehadtohimſclfe purpoſed. From Spaine 
he came into France, and ſtudied tenyeares in Pa- 
ris : in which ſpace , hee got companions and fel- 
lowes, who trauailed with him backe againeinto 
his 6wne Country : from whence, hee went to 
Rome, and obtained the Popes Bull fo2 hum and 
his fellowes, (oz rather diſciples) to goe on pilgri⸗ 
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mage ts leruſalem. But the Turkes and Venc- 
tians , being at that time in warres tagether, they 
went no further then Venice, and were there 
made Shorne-prieſts, (being then but ſeauen in 
number) bp the Popes Legate,who lap Reſident in 
Venice. Afterward , Pope Paulus the third con- 
firmed their ozder , pꝛ ꝛeuided their number ſhould 
neuer ex ctede thꝛieſcoꝛe. Pet afterwardes, his 
Wolineſle bpon better conſideration decresd , that 
their number ſhould not bee ſtinted, no2 that their 
D2der (which hee called the Societie of leſu) 
Goulde bee tyed to any certaine place of abi⸗ 
ding. Thus was a pooze lame Souldier the 
rote of this Trie, which now ſpꝛeades into ſo ma- 
nybzanches :. and becauſe they were afhamed to 
bee called Ignatians, oz Layolens, after their fa⸗ 
thers name, (hee being te por) they toke vpon 
them a moze haughty title, and would n&des bee 


called The ſocietie of Ieſus, that is to ſap, Ic- 
ſuites. 


When they lay thus in the cradle of their res⸗ 
ring, they bowed a perpefuall-and willing po⸗ 
uertie, tefight as-Souldiers vnder the Banner 
of the Crotee , to bee chaſte, to exerciſe wozkes 
ofcharitie ,. and onely- to. labour about the wir- 
ning of ſoules fo heauen , . Thefe- were: at: ficli 
their lawes., to theſe were they ſwoꝛne . Bu the

moꝛe in the ſhallow and narrow ffreames of po- 
uertie, hut hoiſt vp luſtie and loftie ſaples in the 
Seas of Auarice and Ambition.
